Developing Eire’s Inland 


Fisheries 


‘THE estimate that angling tourists 
in Ireland spend an average of 
£10 per head IS week was given by 
Capt. Richard Paget, in a talk on 
“Fishery Reform,” at the dinner of 
the Tomorrow Club in the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 
One small village, he added, derived 
an annual revenue of £50,000 from 
fishing visitors, although the amount 
Of water available was very small 
compared with such great centres as 


Lough Corrib or Killarney. Capt. | 


Paget said that our inland fisheries 
probably would attract American 
visitors after the war. Canada, he 
said, already was making a deter- 
mined effort to captiire this trade. 
In order to make the most of Irish 
angling resources management and 
planning were essential. There was 
strong evidence to show that the 
fisheries had deteriorated, but if the 
‘Government were to wait for proof 
the market might be missed. — 

The State should assume imme- 
diate ownership of all derelict 
rivers -and those now_. being 
used as communal fisheries. 
Research, publicity, protection 
and llution control would 
essential parts of any scheme, By 
the. use of artificial fertilisers, such 
as are used in agriculture, the pro- 
ductivity of many lakes could be 
doubled, and the cost would 
balanced by the increased value of 
the fishing. 

Captain Paget said that he under- 
stood that the Fishery Department 
did not regard fishery management 
as part of its functions, and it was 
this lack of a competent body for 
initiating, co-ordinating and main- 
taining a national scheme of fishery 
development and management that 
was at the root of present fishery 
troubles. The most urgent need. was 
a body with power to develop 
and maintain the inland fisheries. 
An inland fishery board, modelled 
on similar lines to the E.S.B., would 
seem to be what was wanted. 


DIFFICULTIES 


Mr. J. P. Digby said that he ques- 
tioned whether £100 had been 
allocated to inland fisheries in any 
year by the Government. Eire 
three times as much inland water as 
Britain. .

Britain’s position as an exporting 
Power had begun to decline. The 
British must export, or starve. 
During the- war they have -in- 
creased very substantially their 
home production of various kinds 
of food. Their tillage figures, for 
example, put those of this country 
to shame. Yet the fact remains 
that Great’ Britain cannot 
possibly hope to maintain her 
present population, or anything 
like it, without very heavy food 
imports; and, in order to pay for 
them, it is reckoned according to 
official estimates that her export 
trade must be increased by at 
least 50 per cent. above the pre- 
war figures, or to five or six times 
the volume of exports that left 
the country in 1943. Furthermore, 
since the present war began, there 
has been a growing conviction in 
Great Britain that the conditions 
which prevailed after the last war 
never again can be tolerated. 
Virtually everybody agrees that 
in the future there must be some- 
thing approximating to fuil 
employment.

_Unostentatious,. but. very. valu- 
able, work is being done from 
year to year by the many 
local historical and archzological 
societies. Most of the members of 
these societies are not profes- 
sional antiquaries, but ordinary 
people animated by a deep 
interest in the past; and their 
researches must be carried on in 
whatever time they can spare 
from their normal - avocations. 
Wisely, most of these workers 
choose to direct their admirable 
zeal to the study of the history 
and antiquities of their own 
districts; and, consequently, their 
journals are a veritable treasure- 
house of information about those 
parts of the country which they 
know intimately, and to which 
they have easy and constant 
access. The current issue of the 
Journal of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries, however,draws atten- 
tion to the fact that there is still 
much room for the expansion of 
such activities. The antiquary can- 
not be content with library work 
alone. A great deal of field work 
is necessary if the archeological 
secrets of Ireland are to be 
disclosed; and, while individual 
students can make, and do make, 
a most valuable contribution to 
the store of knowledge on their 
own account, organised excava- 
tions on a large scale are desirable 
in many cases. Naturally, the 
greatest obstacle to the prosecu- 
tion of such research is lack of 
funds; for, at present, almost all 
the money available to the various 
societies appears to be made up of 
members’ subscriptions. An Gum 
recently has given praiseworthy 
recognition to the value of local 
antiquarian research by the offer 
of money for histories of districts 
or counties of Ireland. Could the 
State not afford also to offer small 
grants to the societies, for the 
prosecution of research beyond 
their own financial resources?

RAISING OF BETTER 
LIVE STOCK URGED 


‘THEY must produce more and 
better livestock, and every en- 
couragement must be given to 
breeders of pedigree stock, Mr. W. 
P. Ganly, Chairman, Dublin Cattle 
Salemasters’ Association, stated last 
night at the annual dinner of the 
organisation, held in the Clarence 
Hotel. ' 

He suggested the setting up of a 
council of experts, comprised of the 
best practical farmers in the country. 
They should not, he said, shut their 
eyes to the possibilities of artificial 
insemination. More progressiveness 
was needed in veterinary research, 
particularly in mastitis, contagious 
abortion, sterility, and foot-and- 
mouth disease. Representatives of 
the Association should be sent to 
other countries to study their 
methods. 

In regard to the proposed change 
of the Dublin Cattle Market, he 
stated that members of the Associa- 
tion alone had nearly 1,000 Statute 
acres solely for the agá co of 
resting and feeding cattle: No such 
accommodation was available at 
any site near the Port of Dublin. 

Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., who 
proposed the toast, stated that 
during the past year the transport 
difficulty had b -n serious, but those 
responsible for transport had really 
risen to the occasion. 

Mr, J. P. Cuffe, who proposed the 
toast of “ The Producers,” said that 
producers of food had risen to the 
occasion during the emergency. 

Mr. J. Bruton, Chairman of the

I have read with  condign 
& approval (fifty guineas having 
first been marked on my brief) Mr. 
Justice Gavan Duffy’s remarks re- 
buking.the Bank of Ireland for re- 
ferring to the Attorney General, in 
a legal document, as “the Attorney 
General for Eire,” For indeed this 
is one of two things—the height of 
ignorance or the heigh® of im- 
pudence, 

_Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy directed 
himself to stressing the inviolable 
integrity of the term “ Ireland” or 
“Eire,” dissociating himself from 
the idea, propagated from London, 
that the word denotes a fraction (if 
not indeed a faction) rather than an 
island, sea-girt and--intact. I concur. 
There is, however, the pe im- 
portant point that almost all in- 
ternal references to nationality are 
superfluous and point cither to a 
desire to be offensive or to 
paranoia. The most ridiculous 
recent example is the title Córas 
lompair Eireann—particularly bad 
since it in part replaced a term in 
which this fault did not appear, 
namely, “ Great Southern. Railways 
Company.” “Eireann” there is 
utterly unnecessary and will in time 
cause the waste of thousands of 
pounds of paint and labour. . The 
British are rather sounder on such 


names in public. “The Southern 
Railway” and the Daily Mail 
are British, therefore don’t need to 
be called British, We in Westmore- 
land Street, however, justifiably call 
ourselves the Irish Times because 
we are anxious not to be confused 
with that other paper from Printing- 
house Square; we are so much 
alike, you see, so excelient, so... . 
so thoroughly Irish! i
